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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The listings of elements 
do not further limit the parent claim since they do not relate to structural limitations that 
are necessary in apparatus claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Geyer (5641227) in view of Kazutoshi and Renk. 
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Geyer teaches a housing (100) having an inner diameter, an screw (23, injection 
device) carrying out axial and rotating movements and a spacer element (24) having 
tapered shaft and circular ring cross section (62) that narrows slightly. 

Geyer fails to teach a mixing and metering device embracing the plunger and an 
inlet and mixing devices. 

Kazutoshi teaches a structure for preventing the backflow of molten resin at the 
time of the injection/dwelling by the addition of a plunger (3) and torpedo (8c) embracing 
the plunger located at end of the screw and also an accumulation chamber (7a), the 
torpedo provides an intermediate component for extending the accumulation chamber 
and the plunger having a tapered shaft for expulsion of the plastic melt from the 
accumulation chamber (see Fig.). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Geyer with 
a plunger and accumulation chamber as taught by Kazutoshi because it prevents 
backflows in injection molding. 

Renk teaches a mixing and metering device that embraces the screw in a circular 
ring shaped manner for mixing and metering, an inlet (44) for additives, the mixing 
element having surface configurations including toothed surfaces (14, 15). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Geyer, as 
modified by Kazutoshi, with a mixing and metering device and inlet as taught by Renk 
because it allows for improved mixing before the material leaves the injection molding 
machine.
